WINNIPEG, Aug. 27.— Protein con 
tent of the 1929 wheat is averaging 
higher than usual, and Alberta is lead- 
ing in that respect. 

The following statement on the 
milling and baking qualities of the 
new crop wheat in Western Canada 
has been issued by J, M, Pearen, 
chemist of the Lake of the Woods 
Milling Company. 

“The crop as a whole is much 
sironger than for the last few years 
Results of our protein tests to date 
are shown in comparison with ayer 
ages of the past three years:

Dear Sir:— The publication of the 
following information may be useful 

A practice has grown up in this, 
and other, municipalities of taking 
gravel and sand from pits on tho road 
allowances or other peoples land with 
out getting permission to do eo, This 
is a serioous offence, Under section 
378 of the Criminal Code to take mar- 
ble stone, or other minerals which in- 
sond from a vein, 
bed or mine, is punishable by two 
years imprisonment. The section does 
not mention a fine, It therefore is a 
very risky peace of business to do 
anything of this sort without having 
first gotten very definite permission 
ta do so, 

Municipal Councils, or other peo 
ple, who have been allowing this ei- 
ther actively or passively, should 
take steps to notify the public that 
prosecutions will follow any such 
acts, so that the public will know de 
finitely what to expect in case the 
practice is continued, 

Many people are evidently under 
the impression that it is no offence 
to take gravel or sand wherever they 
find it, Such is most certainly not the 
case,

OFFICERS VISIT TOWN 


A meeting of the Board of Health 
was held on Tuesday night, which was 
attended by Mayoor Shrimpton, M. B 
Garrett, George Quirin and Joe French 

A report from the local Medical 
Ofticer Dr, J. W. Giffen stated that 
at the present time Strathmore was 
free from any contagioous or infect 
ious disease. 

The repoort oof the Provincial 
Health Officer, J, Williams was read 
as follows 
August 24, Sec-Treas. T. M. Wears 
re: Town of Strathmore .. 

I made a general inspection of the 
town on the above date, and condi 
tions generally were found very fa- 
vourable. 

Water Supply— Is obtained from 
drilled wells about 100 ft. deep and 
trom shallow wells about 25 ft. in 
depth, All wells are privately owned 
and good water is available, 

Privies—- The earth pit system is used 
and the structures were found in very 
fair condition. 

Waste Disposal— All refuse is hauled 
to the nuisance grounds for disposal. 
A man is now employed by the town 
to do the work of scavenging, and 
very satisfactory results are being ob- 
tained. I found conditions very fav- 
orable on this date, but had occasion 
to notify a few householders to re 
tain their solid waste in receptacles 
in future. 

Nuisance Grounds— Situated west of 
the town on the N. W. quarter 15, 24, 
25, W. 4th, On inspection I found con- 
ditions to be good and satisfactory. 
Horse Barns— Props. O, and P. 


Wright, The premises are maintained 
in good condition. 
Meat Stores and Slaughter Houses— 
Props. Mrs. Bray and Fred Cott, resp. 
Both stores are maintained clean and 
Sunitary. Slaughter houses bad recent- 
ly been thoroughly cleaned and the 
interior walls relime washed. Pre- 
sent conditions were in very good or- 
der., 
Pool Hall— Prop, Mr. Hambly. ‘The 
Iremises were found in clean condi- 
on, 
Barber Shops— The two barber shops 
were neat and clean. 
Laundry— Chinese. 
very favorable. 
Hotels (2) -—King Edward Hotel, 
F. Miller. Strathmore Hotel G. B. 
Koch. Both premises were found in 
reasonably good condition. The Strath-

WICHITA, Kan. — While 
McHenry, 83, once right-hand woman 
of Carrie Nation, was busy enlisting 
the aid of the W.C.T.U., church 
groups and’ reform organizations in 
her fight to have a city ordinance 
passed prohibiting flappers from go- 
ing stockingless, all Wichita was split 
into warring factions over the reform. 
Miss McHenry’s attitude is sum- 
‘marized in the tongue-lashing she 
gave the young women who she en- 
countered on a street car recently.

“You should be locked in pest- 
houses,” stormed the diminutive but 
fiery reformer. “Just look at those 


nasty, dirty legs. Your mothers 
ought to whip you till you couldn't 
sit down. But if they don’t stop you, 
I will. I'll get a law making you 
criminally responsible if you appear 
in public half naked.” 

Although Mayor Charles Lawrence 
has approved Myra’s stand, Fred 
Horn, a young member of the city 
council, has championed the flappers’ 
cause, 

“Why, I'd never favor a law. at- 
tempting to regulate women’ cloth- 
ing, except in the interests of com- | 
mon decency—and we already have | 
that ordinance,” he said, “It’s too | 
hot to stand on ceremony here, and 
besides, I think bare legs (at least 
in most cases), are rather artistic.” 

Many club women are joining in 
the controversy with the majority 
rallying to the defence of the bare- 
legged girls, 
| Militant Myra McHenry engaged

CREATING WHEAT VALUES 
— 
WINNIPEG, Man.—In spite of an 
expected world shortage amounting 


ty 150,000,000 bushels of wheat on 


the 1929 harvest the law of immedi- 
ate supply and demand has depressed 
grain prices in Winnipeg. Recessions 
at Chicago, while not so sharp, meant 
a falling off on Thursday of nine 
cents to $1.84%. The same situation 
has been reflected at Liverpool. Local 
traders are firmly set in their views, 
however, that wheat will yet go to 
2.00. Market recessions this week 
have taken place in spite of the 
worst crop news in the history of 
Western Canada, and almost as bear- 
ish as news from Australia and Ar- 
gentine. Western Canada may har- 
vest 210,000,000 to 220,000,000 bush- 
els; the amount is purely a guess at 
this stage of harvesting. Certainly 
the crop never had so unfavorable fill- 
ing weather and the sample is bound 
to be light and shrunken of extremely 
wide areas, 

Canada has assumed world leader- 
ship in creating wheat values, due to 
the fact that it is the only export 
market which has orderly marketing. 
While Chicago and Argentine are 
taking what they can get from Liver- 
pool and other importing markets, | 
Winnipeg is steadily and systematic- 
ally holding its large visible supply | 
off the markets by the simple ruse of | 
keeping prices here around 20 cents 
ahead of world values, Throughout 
the bewildering breaks and rallies of 
recent weeks, the Winnipeg market 
has been around 20 cents in advance 
of world values. Apparently traders 
on this market are protecting them- 
selves on both sides of the market 
to that amount. Of course, this 
leaves the local market with little 
jexcept local trade, but sellers seem 
content to leave it at that until the 
world law of supply and demand is 
able to escape the disturbing factor 
of an overwhelming immediate sup- 


ply.

After some protests and ineffectual 
attempts at negotiation Australia 
notified South Africa that from July 
1, 1926, the Australian preference on 
South Africa imports would lapse. 
The results to South Africa, accord- 
ing to the Johannesburg Times, have 
been unhappy.” Says the 
Times: 

As far as principal items only are 
concerned, the value of South African 
exports to Australia decreased from 
£2,963,885 in 1925 to £132,356, In- 
stead of buying 23,358,879 Ibs. of 
South African maize as they did in 
1925, Australia bought nothing last 
year, and the same disastrous story 
is told in respect of gold and oats, 
Angora goat skins and other skins, 
and cotton. 

The wattle bark industry, which 
has developed to an enormous extent 
during the past few years, finds in 
Australia now a very lukewarm sup- 
porter. In 1925 South Africa ex- 
ported to Australia 3,440,589 Ibs. of 
wattle bark, but in 1928, when pro-| 
duction had increased by hundreds per 
cent, only 111,066 Ibs, 

Preliminary steps towards the 
negotiation of another trade agree- 
ment are now being taken by the 
| two countries }and notwithstanding 
| the unfortunate fact, as it seems to 
be regarded, that “the activities of 
both should clash” owing to the 
similarity of their products, there is 
some prospect, it is announced, of an 
arrangement being reached, Perhaps 
both countries have found out that in 
a trade agreement there must be a 
large measure of give and take. 

Canada under the existing trade 
arrangements with Australia and 
New Zealand has much the best of 
the bargain, as an inspection of the 
official figures makes plain, We can 
of course withdraw from these agree- 
ments, if we do not care to continue 
to open our markets to products from 
those countries which enter into com- 
petition with Canadian products; but 
we should not do this under a mis- 
apprehension as to what the conse- 
quences will be. We shall, in great 
measure, lose the New Zealand and 
Australian markets for manufactured 
goods which we now hold,

CHAIN FARMERS NEXT IN 
ORDER

The St. Thomas Times-Journal be- 
lieves it quite possible. “Chain 
Farms” is its slogan when it says: 

The time may come soon 
farms are linked up as chain stores 
are linked up. There will be a cen- 
tral organization, financed by hig 
business men. Individual farmers 
will give up running their own farms, 
and merely be the branch managers 
of farms owned by the chain. 

They will have to run the farm, not 
as they have been used to running it, 
according to their own ideas, but ac- 
cording to the scientifically devised 
methods of the proprietors. The 
owners will buy machinery, stock and 


when | 


agricultural produce the same way. 
The farm manager will draw a 
straight salary and be relieved of his 
individual worries. Perhaps he will 
get a bonus from grateful directors. 

It is a striking picture of the 
future. And quite a feasible one. 

The New York Times is by no 
means convinced, pointing out that 
the Agricultural Service Department 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce publishes the results of a 
survey which are held to show that 
large-scale farming in itself carries 
no apparent advantages, Among big 
farms—averaging in the present in- 
stance nearly 12,000 acres, and run- 
ning as high as 300,000 acres in one 
case—as among small farms there is 
as wide variation of efficiency as with 
the small-family farms. The _ per- 
sonal equation seems to be dominant, 
Certain basic advantages in large- 
scale operation, such as greater use 
of machinery, specialization of labor 
and wholesale buying, are offset in 
part by the lower efficiency of hired 
labor as against ownership-labor and 
by the only partially economic use of 
machinery, due to weather and sea- 
sonal production, While these handi- 
caps may be overcome in time, it is 
the conclusion of the report that the 
rapid development of large scale farm- 
ing is “uncertain,” and that fears for 
the sociai effect of the replacement 
of the individual farmer by the farm 
corporation are “premature.” 

The Times, however, goes on to 
record a highly significant fact: that, 
as a result of the war and social up- 
heavals in Russia and _ elsewhere, 
there is in Europe far more small- 
scale farming than in pre-war times, 
and that the net total production in 
all of the countries concerned has de- 
clined as a result. 

The question is more than a topic 
for mere academic argument. No one 
can talk to a group of Ontario far- 
mers, their wives and children, or 
especially the hired man, without 
realizing that there is a widespread 
discontent with conditions as they 
are, It is, perhaps, not so much that 
things are not better than they used 
to be as that they are not what it is 
thought they should be. The fact that 
of this year’s graduates from the On- 
tario Agricultural College not a single 
one is reported as going back to the 
farm itself must be a matter for 
serious consideration, not only by far- 
mers, but by all those who realize 
that agriculture is the basis of Cana- 
dian prosperity.

8rAMOUS CANADIAN PLACES 
ie BE MARKED BY MONUMENTS

OTTAWA.—The Historic Sites and 
Monuments Board of Canada met here 
recently and marked down for per- 
petuation another group of historic 
sites, 

129 such sites have been marked 
With a permanent monument since the 
Board commenced its labors in 1919. 
These marks stretch from the Inter- 
national border to the Arctic, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
& wooden pillar to mark the site where 


Sir Benjamin Franklin last camped; | 


there are monuments, large and small, 
from monoliths to cairns, from pillars 
to tablets. 


Only last year a monument was 
unveiled to marke the landing of 
Jacques Cartier at Ie aux Coudres 
on September 6, 1535. 
was held the first Christian service in 
the land of Canada. 

At the recent meeting of the Board 
125 other sites were reviewed and 
several recommendations were made 
for immediate markings. Among 
these the outstanding ones are;
